Selection of President 
Thrown in Lower House 
When No _ Candidate 
Gets Majority in College. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 

Washington, July 26,—In one of 
these articles, nearly two weeks ago, 
a partial account was given of the 
mechanism that comes into operation 
when it happens that no one of the 
candidates for president receives a 
majority of the electoral vote, and 
when, therefore, the election is thrown 
into congress, 

Because the earlier account was in- 
complete, and because, also, one de- 
tail of it contained an error, it 
worth while to tell in detail just what 
follows when no candidate for the 
presidency receives a majority of the 
electoral votes. 

To be very elementary, the nature 
of what is called the electoral college 
must be understood.

The individual voter does not cast 
his ballot directly for Coolidge. or 
Davis, or La Follette.

These electors aré instructed to vote 
for the presidential candidate under 


‘whose name they appear on the popu- 


lar ballot. So that the voter is, in 
effect, voting for Coolidge, or Davis, or 
La Follette, but indirectly.

_ Links Two Noted Families 


Editor's Note:—One of the 
most interesting sidelights on 
early Georgia history, particular- 
ly with reference to the relation 
of the democratic presidential 
nominee, John W. Davis, to the 
Davis and Lamar families of 
Georgia, is related in the follow- 
ing communication from C.° B. 
Lamar, member of the noted La- 
mar family of the south. 

Mr. Lamar resides in Mont- 
gomery, Ala., and valuable docu- 
ments, letters and other informa- 
tion in his possession furnish a 
veritable store-house of inferma- 
tion of early days in Georgia, of 
the bits of history dear to hearts 
of southerners, and of the many 
Lamars who have achieved fame 
in various public capacities.

I tracing available lines I am un- 
able to state the exact rejationship 
between Honorable John W. Davis, 
the democratic nominee for the pres- 
idency, and Cassaway Davis, likewise 
from West Virginia, who s> ably rep)- 
resented that state in the United 
States genate some years ago, though 
data in my possession show that both 
belonged to the same family. \ 

There was another Cassaway Davie, 
closely related to both, who was born 
in Columbia county, Georgia, before 
the Revolutionary war. 

Records at Appling, the county seat, 
show that in 1799, on October 18, he 
was appointed administrator of the 
estate of his father, Clementius 
Davis, who was a notable man in his 
day, being the son of one of the ear|- 
jest. settlers, and also bearing the 
name of Clementius Davis. The wie

Clementius Davis, Cr., _

well as those inherited from her 
father by his wife, in the latter part 
of 1755, and in company with his wife | 
and his brothers-in-law, ‘Thomas La- 
mar, Robert Lamar and John Lamar, 
settled on lands formerly occupied by 
the pesky West-Over or Savannah In- 
dians, immediately across the Savan- 
nah river from Augusta, Ga. The 
exact location of these lands is shown 
by records in the office of the secre-| 
tary of state at Columbia, 8. C., and | 
much of it is still in the possession of | 
the descendants of his brother-in-law, | 
Robert Lamar. 
Has Indian Titles. 


I am informed by one of these de- 
sceendants, Dr. Abner Whatley Lamar, 
distinguished Baptist divine, who is 
well known on the chautauqua plat- 
form, that some of this land was held | 
by .the Lamars under Indian titles, | 
whieh seems more than probable as | 
they arrived before the Indians were 
expelled. 

Records at Edgefield, 8S. C., show 
that Dr. Lamar sold much of this 
valuable property which he had in- 
herited from his ancestors and he 
must have been familiar with the 
original papers which passed through 
his hands. a 

At a very early date, not definitely 
determined, Clementius Davis, Sr.. 
crossed over into the province of 
Georgia, and took up his permanent 
abode in that part of Saint Paul’s 
parish which, after the Revolutionary 
war, became first Richmond and then 
Columbia county. Here in 1787 -his 
son, Clementius, Jr., had a grant of 
850 acres which is described in Co- 
lumbia county records; as is another 
grantof 750 acres made to him in the 
same year. (See plat book “A,” page 
239 and “B,” page 14.) Another son 
of Clementius, Sr., and brother of 
(‘lementius, Jr.. was Blanford Davis, 
whose wife, Eleanor, was appointed 
his administrator on July 4, 1808. He 
has not been mentioned in any family 
charts and probably left no descend- 
ants, though my notes are silent as 
to this, 

The United States census reports 
of 1820 mentions, as citizens of Co- 
lumbia county at that date, Abraham, 
Nathaniel and Reuben Davis, who may 
or may not have been of this family. 
Blanford Davis is deserving of a per- 
manent place in the annals of the 
county because, if for no other rea- 
son, he was the bearer of several his- 
toric letters which passed between the 
South Carolina and Georgia Lamars,

Bare Historic Letter. 
One such letter, the original of 
which is before me, bears date of 


November 15, 1782, and is addressed 
to a brother-in-law of Mary Ann 
Davis, nee Lamar—“Joseph Wilson 
in Montgomery county, Maryland, 
per favor of Mr. Blanford Davis.” 
This letter is signed by “Thomas 
Lamar, son of Robert,” who is well 
known in Revolutionary war records 


of Horse Creek.” 

His broad Manorial possessions 
once stretched in every direction 
around what is now Airville, the old 
ancestral home on Horse Creek, 
whose waters now speed spindles and 
looms of many cotton mills. He was 
granted a commission for valiant serv- 
ice rendered during the Seige of Au- | 
gusta, when the British forces were 
finally expelled and he collected from 
the American government large claims 


the American forces encamped there, 
and for supplies furnished to the 


This Thomas Lamar was the father 
of Ann Lamar, who became the wife 
of Governor John Milledge, who is 
called the founder of the University 
of Georgia. She was the executrix 
of the will of her distinguished hus- 
band, with her own father acting 
as her attorney, in fact, in trans- 
acting the business of the large es- 
tate. This “Thomas Lamar, the son 
of “Thomas Lamar, of 
Creek,” was the grandfather 
Colonel Thomas Gazaway Lamar, 
who was killed in battle during the | 
Civil war and whose sacred dust | 
rests in the city cemetery of Augusta. 

Davis in Georgia. 

Still another Clementius Davis is 
mentioned in the United States cen- 
sus report of 1820 as living in Co- 
lumbia county. It is stated that his 
family contained one male (himself) 
between the age of 16 and 26, and 
one female between the age of 26 and 
45. This indicates that he was un- 
married, with his mother living with 
him, or possibly that he was a widow- 
er, whose mother-in-law made her 
home in his house. We have found 
no trace of his descendants, if he had 
them. He had 13 slaves. 

Clementius Davis, Jr., had a gon, 
Gassaway Davis, whose name has 
been perpetuated through all his line. 
Gassaway Davis had a _ daughter 
whom he called Mary Ann after his 
own grandmother, Mary Ann Lamar. 
She married her cousin, Henry Gray- 
bill Lamar, of Macon, Ga., who was 
judge of the superior court, and later 
a United States senator from Geecr- 
gia, and became the mother and the 
She 
had a first cousin, Louisa DLaman 
Hill, who was also a granddaughter 
of Clementius Davis, Jr.. and who 
also married 4 Lamar—Henry Gray- 
bill Lamar’s younger brother, John. 
A Davis by the name of Gassaway, | 
in Columbia county, is mentionel] in 
the census report of 1820. On his 
place were “one white male, two 
white females, and 21 slaves.” 

Inaccurate Report. 

In several historical and biograph- 
ical works I have met with the state- 
ment that the wife of Judge Henry 
G. Lamar was the first cousin of 
President Jefferson Davis of the Con- 
federacy, but this is inaecurate, for 
Mrs. Davis in her “Life and Letters 
of Jefferson Davis,” says that his fa- 
ther, Samuel Davis, was the _ only 
child, and hence there could have beva 
no first cousin in the case. It is Cer | 
tain, however, that the two Davis 
families grew up very near to each 
other, in the same county, and that 
from the earliest times there has been 
an uninterrupted recognition between 
them of the relation of consanguinity. 
It will be sufficient to give but one 
instance, which is as thrilling as it is 
spectacular. 

A short time ago I had occasion 
to visit the town of Fort Valley, Ga.,, 
in Houston county recently made the 
county seat of Peach county, named 
for numerous well-kept orchards, and 
its far-famed Elbertas.

throwing her arms around Mrs. 
Warren, exclaimed: “Oh, it is too 
good to be here.

I am under the impression that 
outside her own immediate family,

Evidence of Relation. 


On the principles of comparative 
thilology the frequency of the names 
“Gasaway’ among the Lamars would 
be considered ample evidence of a 
common origin. The characteristi: 
spelling among the Davises has per- 
sisted in all branches of the family 
and reaches back beyond their first 
atsociation with the Lamars, while 
the name is unknown among the La- 
mars until after their first intermar- 
riage with the Davig family, a short 
time prior to 1747, since when it has 
been of very frequent occurrence, the 
sibilant element being always ex- 
pressed by a “z” instead of the dou- 
ble “s” which is employed by the Da- 
vises with studious care.

Their attitude resembles that of 
the Georgia “Cracker,” who took um- 
brage at the fact that a neighbor had 
presumed to give to a certain word a 
pronunciation which was different 
from his own. Concealing his feel- 
ing, he proceeded to frame a remark 
in which he used again the same 
word, with the same pronunciation. 
The neighbor now with manifest re- 
sentment employed the word again and 
einphasized with great stress the same 
pronunciation which he had already 
used, whereupon the “Cracker’’ flew 
into a great rage and exclaimed: “Now 
who air you reflectin’ on? I ain’t 


claimin’ to be no great seriptorian, is 
I? I ain’t no ‘rithmeticker, nor neither 
yet no grammarist. But I want you 
and every other son-of-a-gun to under- 
stand tliat when it comes to pernoun- 
ciation I am thar.” 

Whenever it comes to the “Gaza- 
ways” the Lamars are certainly there 
with the goods. They are found in 
great abundance in every clime and 
in every vocation into which Lamars 
have entered. The character and in- 
fluence of the men bearing the name 
have been such as to reflect such great 
honor upon it that a change of enty- 
mology would be impossible. Whether 
it is correctly or incorrectly spelled, 
all who bear it may adopt as their 
proud motto : “We stand in the shadow 
of a great name.”

CROPS. ON NGREASE 


Heavier arrivals and lower values 
marked the movement of lines of 
fruits and vegetables at nearly all 
the large city markets during the 
week ending July 12, it is shown in 
the weekly market review issued by 
T. C. Curry, of the bureau of agri- 
cultural economics. 

With potato shipments showing a 
50 per cent increase, watermelons 60 
rer cent and the peach movement 
three times greater than the week 
before, the total volume of principal 
fruits and vegetables shipped during 
the period July 6 to 12 increased 
sharply to 25,420 cars, Mr. Curry 
stated. Jobbing prices had to be cut 
in nearly all the large city markets 
in order to move the accumulating 
supplies. 

Georgia watermelons, compared 
with city wholesale prices a year ago, 
are now about one-third to one-half 
less, ranging $200 to $375 per car- 
load of 22 to 30-pound melons. Sharp 
declines occurred as the week's ship- 
ments from all states increased by 
3,000 cars to a total of 7,600. The 
movement was more than twice as 
heavy as during a corresponding pe- 
riod last season, the report eaid. 
Georgia’s melon crop probably will 
exceed 14.000 carloads this year, as 
against 8,000 cars in 1923. 

Peach prices declined until a low 
point of 50 cents a crate and bushel 
baskets was reached for Georgia Car- 
mens in Cincinnati. MHileys lost as 
much as $1.50 to $2.25 per crate, 
with the prevailing range $1.75 to 
$2.75 and top of $3 in New York.

TEN BODIES FOUND 


AFTER MINE BLAST 


Pa., July 26.—The bodies 
of ten miners who met death last 
night when an explosion wrecked a 
section of the Gates mine of the H. 
OO. Frick Coke company were 
brought to the surface shortly after 
dawn today. Seventy-five miners 
were at work when the blast came, 
and a check of the company. list 
showed that 65 reached safety. 

Coroner S. A. Baltz, who arxived 
at the mine shortly after the report 
of the explosion reached him at Un- 
iontown, remained here throughout 
the night and was prepared today to 
order an inquest. State mine in- 
spectors aided him in his investiga- 
tion. 

The exact cause of the explosion 
has not been determined. The efforts 
of the company and state mine of- 
ficials so far has been directed to- 
wards reaching the entombed men, 

The explosion occurred about 
7:30 o'clock last night and was lo- 
cal in character, effecting only that 
part of the mine in which the ten 
men were working. The mine is of 
the shaft type and the chamber in 
which the men were working was 
located about two miles from. the 
mine entrance. The force of the ex- 
plosion wrecked the supports and 
brought down a wall of coal and 
dirt between the ten men and> their 
only means of escape. 

Other portions of the mine escap- 
el and the workmen quickly made 
their way to the surface. Efforts 
immediately were made to reach the 
entombed men and E. G. Girod, a 
state mine inspector stationed at

London, July 26.—The Irish re- 
publican navy has fought and lost its 
first engagement. 

When the White Star liner Me- 
gantic anchored in Queenstown har- 
bor on her way to New York, the 
republican admiral went out on his 
flagship, rowed by four captains, as- 
cended the lowered gangway with 
other visitors to the ship and seized a 
young Irishman who had embarked on 
the liner at Liverpool.

Reports from other sources describe 
the situation of unrest as such that 
the federal government fears to with- 
draw troops from some posts to aid 
in the siege against Sao Paulo.

The grade of soil necessary to nro- 
duee good tobacco is usually lower 
than that necessary for cotton. The 
Norfolk sandy loam is best suited €»~ 
tobacco and, oddly enough, 1s tne very 
ernde of land which cotton farmers 
ordinarily refer to as “poor.” This 
fact, therefore. has enabled fasmers 
fo grow tobacco on lgua on their 
farms which is not adapted for eotton, 
and thus the cotton acreage, even in 
counties which produce the largest 
tobacco crops, has not been reduced to 
anv great extent. Cetton growling 
and tobacco growing, therefore, go 
hand-in-hand, so to speak, with eco 
ton on the most fertile acres and to- 
bacco on land on which the fleecy 
staple might not grow so well. 


Requires Great Care. 

Tobacco is a crop, it is pointed out, 
that requires constant and careful at- 
tention, although skilled. workers are | 
not necessary. The average Georgia 
tenants, whites and negroes, are capa- 
ble of producing excellent tobacco 
said. Work is the first 
and major requisite, in as much as 
tobacco has to be “worked” more fre- 


essarily plowed as often. Methods of 
cultivation differ, of course. 

Tobaeco has been grown in Georgia 
since the earliest days of the state. 
although its ecommercial importance 
was never exploited to any great cae- 
gree until recent years. The first 
“big” erop was produced in 1919, and 
at that time markets were not well or 
ganized, farmers were not well ac- 
quainted with the methods of cultiva- 
tion, and the quality of the crop was 
not as good as might be desired. The 
vear was one of experiment on a 
rather large basis, and was not the 
splendid success it is at present. 

The result, briefly, was that while 
the experiment proved beyond any 
doubt that Georgia was admirably 
suited for tobacco and would, in time 
to come, take its place among sister 
states in the tobacco industry, orgaci- 
zation of morketing systems and edit- 
cation of farmers along lines of to- 
bacco production -was essential to tie 
success. In 1920 and succeeding vear, 
until 1924, the acreage was not nearly 
so jarge as in 1919. many farmers 
showing a disposition to “let the others 
experiment.” 
| Many Counties Suitable. 

While the principal tobaceo farms 
in Georgia are located in the coastal 
piain, a majority of them lying along 
the A., B. & A. railroad, good tobac- 
co can be grown in a — of 
Georgia counties.

John D. Taylor, prominent

A uumber of Chattooga farmers 
were induced to experiment with small 
acreage and so far as the production 
was concerned it wag satisfactory. The

In less than 12 
months, under the skilled hands of 
North Carolina tobacco farmers, this 
dilapidated farm has been converted 
into a modern’ tobateo farm which 
will produce approximately $90,000 
worth of tobueco this year, clearing 
up all mortgages aml paving off all 
indebtedness inctirred in making the 
erop. It is regarded as a model ‘o 
bacco farm in every respect and an 
average of 1.000 visitors visit the farm 
weekly to see its magnificent results,

Equalizers Seek 
Big Land Tract 
‘Lost’ in Sumter 


BY R. C. MORAN. 

Americus, Ga., July 26.—(Special.) 
Sumter county tax equalizers are 
looking for 22,760 acres of land 
strangely missing from the county tax 
The land is somewhere in the 
‘county. This much is known from 
authentic surveys going back to the 
date when Sumter was carved as a 
new unit out of Lee county. But it 
can’t» be located. 


When the county was originally 
created the state survey shows it con- 
tained 341,760 acres. The equalizers, 
in searching for missing land, have 
allowed 4,000 acres, ceded to Macon 
county, in what is known as “The 
Cut-Off ;” 3,000 acres transferred to 
Lee county in the “Lee-Sumter Swap” 
years ago; 7,000 acres embraced 
within the city limits of Americus, 
Plains, Leslie, DeSoto and Anderson- 
ville and assessed as “city property,” 
and 10,000 acres used as rights-of. 
way by railroads, highways, school 
lands and churches. This totals _24,- 
OOO acres. 


Taking this away from the original 
341,760 acres in the county as created, 
there remains 317,760 acres to be ac- 
counted for. The tax board has found 
or taxpayers have voluntarily returned 
for taxation 700. This leaves 22,- 
760 acres in the county, but upon 
which no taxes are now being paid, 
and so far as can be learned by the 
members of the board have never 
borne any part of the expense of state | 
and county government. 

Thousands of cards have been sent 
taxpayers, urging them to return their | 
property for taxation properly de 
scribed by land lot and district num- 
bers, but these have brought few re- 
plies. Without such information, meme 
bers of the board say,’ it will be im- 
possible to locate the misSing acres: 
the state tax department says these 
must be brought into the tax digests, 
and there the situation stands.

BOARD’S GOOD WORK. 

The Georgia state board of en- 
tomology is to be earnestly com- 
mended for the good practical work 
it is doing in helping the farmers 
combat the boll weevil. 

At this writing the board, through 
the small revolving fund created by 
the assembly two years ago, has 
supplied more than 100 car loads 
of calcium arsenate this year at a 
price of less than 12 cents a pound. 
In addition to this it has, with a 
number of peddler cars, carried the 
poison to the very gates of farms 
all over the state, and left experi- 
enced field men in each locality to 
demonstrate the correct application. 

From its offices it has kept in 
close touch, in the most useful man- 
ner possible, with all the farmers, 
strengthening their morale, and 
pounding the tried and 
rules for growing cotton 
conditions.

tionably improved in “condition,” fit- 
ness, vigor and health, they remain 
practically the same weight as before. 
If we could take their specific gravity 
we should find it increased: that is, 
if we could plunge them into a tank 
brimming full of water they would 
displace less water. ; 


Any reduction program which fails 
to include a reasonable restriction in 


the intake of all kinds of food is un- 
satisfactory and unhealthful. And for 
ordinary people not under medica! 
treatment a reduction regimen which 
does not include a reasonable amount 
of daily exercise is equally unsatis- 
factory and unhealthful.

The United States did not have a 
constitution unfil 11 years after the 
Declaration of Independence. 

You car create two sides in any 
district conference in southern Meth- 
odism by raising the question of what 
portion of our discipline forms our 
own constitution. If we have nut 
definitely determined our own consti- 
tution, there should be no alarm over 
the fact that the United church has 
no constitution before it comes into 
existence. it must be kept in mind 
again that in the formation of the 
constitution the sourthern jurisdiction 
will bave equal authority with the 
northern jurisdiction. 


In G¢onclusion, some advantages of 
unification may be stated. A united 
Methodism will constitute the stronz- 
est church in the United States, our- 
numbering the Roman _ Catholics. 
Whatever criticism may be made of 
the Roman Catholic church, their wis- 
dom is to be commended in that it 
moves with undivided ranks. 

To speak of one united Protestant 
chruch is for the present, at least. 
visionary. 

But it is impossible to justify the 
existence of fiftaen Methouist bodies, 
fourteen Baptist bodies, and nine 
Presbyterian bodies. The unificatioa 
of the two largest Methodist bodies 
will give an impetus to a similar move- 
ment among the Baptists and Pres- 
byterians, The present unification 
movement when consumated will ren- 
der an invaluable service to Protes- 
tanism. Bishop J. M. Moore, of the 
Methodist Eniscopal Church, south, 
gives a summary of some advantager: 

‘The benefits to be derived are ver? 
many. The following may be enumer- 
ated: 1. It unites a family, an ec 
clesiastical. household. This is no 
smali matter. (2) It stops waste, ex- 
penditures for overlappinz, and com- 
petitive activities. (3) It makes an 
American or national church out of 
two sectional churches. Sectional 
churches with their provincialism and 
prejudices resulting therefrom cannot 
be of the highest service to the nation. 
Unification is a patriotic service. The 
union of Methodism will unquestion- 
ably aid in bringing about other unions 
of sectional churches. (4) It will fur

PLAYGROUND OPENED 


After working for nearly four years | 
Athens has at last opened a munici- 
pal playground system. Two play- 
grounds have been opened this month, 
one for white children and another 
for negro children. Three are plan- 
ned. It is proposed to establish a 
playground commission and build up 
a system of supervised play. 

A trained supervisor for both white 
and negro playgrounds is provided 
by the Athens child health demon- 
stration. The equipment for the first 
playgrounds was bought with money 
raised by the help of the Kiwanis 
and Retary clubs and Elks.

Greatly Restored, Says.Platt

New York, July 26.—(Special to 
The Constitution.)—Million to million 
and a quarter share days have become 
quite common on the stock exchange, 
which is quite unusual at this time of 
the year. While some quieting down 
in the trading may develop in August, 
aa mary of t.« leadirg operators may 
go out of town for the month, there 
are prospects that the volume will 
continue quite high for the summer 
season, ara also that this activity 
will extend well inte the fall. The 
reason is that the public is taking a 
very active part in the trading. It 
took several Weeks of advancing 
prices to attract the public, but then 
the outside trading increased by leaps 
and bounds. Commission houses 
which were doing two or three thou- 
sand sliares a day through the\spring 
and early summer are running twelve 
to fifteen thousand shares a day now, 
in many ¢2¢es. 

The main thing that has been bring- 
ing the public into the market has 
been the way trading has centered in 
first one group and then another, but 
has kept some part of the market 
strong-all of the time. There has also 
been practically a steady advance for 
over two months, during which set- 
backs have been brief and of small 
importance. The public is also com- 
ing to realize that the business out- 
look is quite ‘avoravle wird that there 
may be a real reviva] in trade in the 
fall. The sharp advance in grain 
prices, also, has released a huge sum 
of money which had been loaned on 
grain and a good part of this is being 
used in investment and in speculation 
in securities. 

Money Pilentiful. 

There is a huge amount of idle 
money that is being put into the 
sound dividend stocks as the bond 
market price range has gone too high 
to be as attruictive as are many 
stocks. All of these factors plus a 
calm feeling over the political out- 
look have brought about a situation in 
stocks which may develop in the fall 
into one of the most active and strong- 
est markets in many years. The rail- 
road stocks have continued in the 
leadership of the market. A good de- 
mand has also continued for public 
utilities, but in many of the ones 
which had previously been the strong- 
est these has been some profit-taking 
reactions during the past week. Spe- 


cialties have been strong and so have | 


many of the market leaders.

There is also a_ scarcity 
of stocks in many issues, as for weeks 
big interests had béen quietly accumu- 
lating and in some cases there fas 
been a very small floating supply and 
therefore it has been easy to bring 
about big gains on a com>»:ratively 
small amount of new buying.

chandising issues. Twenty-four stocks 
established new high prices for the 
year during the brief session, includ- 
ing six rails, five public utilities, six 
merchandising issues and seven mis- 
cellaneous industrials. 

Heavy buying of American Can, 
which crossed 120 for the first time 
since its sharp decline earlier in the 
year, was one of the day’s features. 
Other pivotal issues also improved. 
Baldwin closing a point higher at 118 
and United States Steel and Stude- 
baker closing fractionally higher at 
101 1-2 and 37 7-8, respectively. 

The market had to contend with the 
usual volume of week-end profit-tak- 
ing, but selling orders were well ab- 
sorbed. Market letters of the larger 
commission houses devoted more at- 
tention to foreign affairs, severa] ex- 
pressing the opinion that a settlement 
of the reparations questions at the 
London conference with the comple- 
tion of arrangements for a German 
loan would act as a great stimulus 
on domestic business, particularly that 
of the metal industries

Harduick Attacks Harris 
In Hot Reply to Editorial 


Replying to the publication of an 
editorial from the Greensboro (Ga.)

National Realty Board 
Issues New Code of Ethics 


In accordance with many public an- 
nouncements of its plans to oust all 
undesirables from its ranks and main- 
tain the personnel of the real estate 
fraternity on a parity with other pro- 
fessions, the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards, at its last con- 
vention held in the nation’s eapital, 
adopted a code of ethics by which all 
members of the profession are to be 
bound in their dealings with the pub- 
lic. This action is in keeping also 
with efforts that have been made by 
state and municipal realty boards, 
many of which have secured state 
and city laws covering the granting 
of licenses to real estate brokers 
and agents and otherwise seeking to 
raise the standard of its membership. 


In several states these laws are ex- 
tremely drastic and only men of the 
highest character are able to secure 
admission to the ranks of the real 
estate fraternity. 

The code of ethics adopted by the 
national association, which is looked 
upon as a splendid business and pro- 
fessional document, will be printed in 
The Constitution Real Estate Review, 
in three installments, The paper is 
of great length, but it is looked upon 
as of much value as a guide to mem- 
bers of the fraternity and requests 
have been made that it be presented 
to the readers of this page. The first 
installment, including the “preamble” 
end “Part One,” follows: 


CODE OF ETHICS 
of the 


National Association of Real Estate| 
Boards 
PREAMBLE 

Tnder all is the land. Upon its 
wise utilization and widely allocated 
ownership depend the survival and 
growth of free institutions and of our 
civilization. The realtor is the in- 
strumentality through which the land 
resource of the nation reaches its high- 
est use and through which land own- 
ership attains its widest distribution. 
He is a creator of homes, a builder 
of cities, a developer of industries and 
productive farms. 

Such functions impose obligations 
beyond those of ordinary commerce; 
they impose grave social responsibil- 
ity and a patriotic duty to which the 
realtor should dedicate himself, and 
for which he should be diligent in 
preparing himself. The realtor, there- 
fore, is zealous to maintain and im- 
prove the standards of his calling and 
shares with his fellow realtors a com- 
mon responsibility for its integrity 
and honor. 

In the interpretation of his obli- 
gations. he can take no safer guide 
than that which has been handed

Article 1—In the best interest of 
society, of his associates, and of bis 
own business, the realtor should be 
loyal to the real estate board of his 
community and active in its work;

Article 3—Controversies between 
realtors who are not members of the 
same real estate board should be sub- 
mitted for arbitration fo an arbitca- 
tion board consisting of one arbitra- 
tor chosen by each realtor from a real 
estate board to which he belongs and 
of one other member, or a sufficient 
number of members to make an odil 
number, selected by the arbitrators 
thus chosen.

Article 6—A realtor should never 
seek information about a competitors 
transaction to use for the purpose of 
closing the transaction himself or 
diverting the customer to another 
property, 

Article 7——-When a realtor accepts 
a listing from another’ broker, the 
agency of the broker who offers the 
listing should be respected until it has 
expired and the property has come 
to the attention of the accepting real- 
tor from a different source, or until 
the owner. without solicitation, offers 
to list with the accepting realtor; fur- 
thermore, such a listing should not be 
passed on to a third broker without 
the consent of the listing broker. 

Article S—Negotiations contern- 
ing property which is listed with one 
realtor exclusively should be carried 
on with the listing broker, not with 
the owner. 

Article 9—The schedules of the feos 
established by the various real estate 
boards are believed to represent fair 
compensation for services rendered in

Accepting this standard as his own, 
every realtor pledgés himself to ob-|

Through the per- 
sistence of several women who had 
seen Mrs. Mary De Marco hurry into 
her home the afternoon of the kid- 
naping with a bundle in her arms the 
police were brought to the De Marco 
home. 


They found the front door un- 
locked and, walking into the hallway, 
called. Getting no answer, they went 
up to the second floor. 


There they found Mrs. De Marc» 
in bed with a baby by her side. When 
they told her they were looking for 
the kidnaped Modell baby Mrs. De 
Marco laughed at them. 

“This is my child. It was born 
last Monday,” she said. “You have 
made a mistake. See my doctor.” 

The police went away convinced 
that a mistake had been. made. They 
were so sure that at this time they 
did not even visit the doctor. whose 
name had been given them. The 
search was carried elsewhere and 
$3,000 in rewards were offered for 

the return of the 
stolen child. 

Then the women 
neighbors of Mrs. 
De Marco became 
more insisteni that 
she had no baby 
her own. Detectives 
went back to her 
home. Anthony Gor- 
man De Marco, the 
woman’s husband, 
met them in the hall- 
way and threatened 
dire consequences if 
they disturbed - his 
wife.

and wanted the physician.to assist her 
in deceiving De Marco into thinking 
it was ‘actually his child and hers. 
But the doctor was out of the city 
when the kidnaping occurred and 


knew nothing of what his patient had 
done in her desperation until he read 
the newspapers. 

Accordingly, the police made a 
third visit to the De Marco home, and 
this time the father of the kidnaped 
child went along to try to identify the 
baby. He recognized it instantly. 

In spite of his claim Mrs. De Marco, 
still in bed with the child in her arms, 
insisted that he had made a mistake. 
She excitedly told him and the police 
that she would fight for her own. 

Modell became frightened at her 
passionate vehemence and to pacify 
the woman admitted that he had made 
a mistake. But at the same time he 
whispered to the police, ‘‘That is my 
baby. Don’t let her hurt the child.” 

After the woman’s arrest she quick- 
ly confessed her guilt. And when the 


story of how she had been driven to. 


the dreadful crime of kidnaping was 
told in court there were many who 
thought that if ever an erring woman 
merited forgiveness it was Mrs. De 
Marco. | 

“There is no doubt that the mother 
of this kidnaped child suffered untold 
agony,’’ said Mrs. De Marco’s lawyer 
in urging clemency for her, ‘‘but the 
defendant had no idea of the agony 
she was causing. I wish to tell you 
of the mental attitude of this woman 
at the time she took the baby. I have 
to go into her past. 

“Ten years ago this woman became 
the mother of a love child, a boy, 
crippled from _ birth. Eighteen 
months ago she married De Marco. 
She loved him and she saw a chance 
to redeem herself before the world 
by a lawful wedding and by having 
another child to whom she could give 
a father’s name. 

“De Marco’s one thought in life 
was to have a child of his own. As 
the months went by and there was 
no sign of his wife gratifying his de- 
sire he grew more and more dissatis- 
fied and angry with her. 

“For a long time this woman really 
thought she was going to become a 
mother. When she learned from the 
doctor that this would not be possible, 
she became obsessed with the idea 
that she must in some way pretend 
to have the child her husband wanted. 

“This woman’s life has been a hell 
because of the impossibility of moth- 
erhood.. The husband was constantly 
nagging and criticizing her. 

‘‘As his anger grew, he frequently 
chided her about the disgrace of her 
crippled son. She began to fear that 
unless she could satisfy her husband's 
demand for a child she would lose his 
love and her chance of a respectable 
future. 

‘“Goaded by this fear, her nerves 
got the best of her, and I believe she 
went temporarily insane.

“This woman deserves pity. She 
is a broken-hearted, wretched crea- 
ture. She feels herself ruined and 
thinks her future will be as much of a 
hell as her past has been.” 


HE story the lawyer told of how 


this cruelly tortured woman had 
been driven to the stealing of another 
woman’s baby evidently made a pro- 
found impression on the court. But 
remarkable as the facts that had been 
presented so dramatically were they 
could not save Mrs. De Marco from a 
prison ‘sentence, 

“We will assume that this woman 
is a law-abiding citizen,’’ said the 
judge: ‘‘The court is not unmoved by 
what has been said in her behalf. At 
the same time I am bearing in mind 
that the mothers of our city must have 
no fear of their little ones being taken 
from them. 

“This unfortunate woman must be 
punished for what she has done. The 
court must take into consideration 
the misery and anguish she has caused 
the parents of the child she stole.” 

As the judge was about to pro- 
nounce sentence pathos added its last 
poignant touch to what seemed the 
complete ruin of unhappy Mrs. De 
Marco’s hopes.

We hear a great deal about wood 
block printing and linoleum block 


printing, but stamps made from 
these two materials are more or less 
difficult to cut. An eraser, how- 
ever, even the ordinary pencil or 
ink rubber, is a material which can 
readily be cut with a penknife so 
that a design stands out in relief on 
its surface. When ink is painted 
lightly on the pattern with a brush 
the stamp can be pressed on paper 
or cloth, with the result that your 
design is transferred to the object 
with which it comes in contact. 

An eraser has an added advan. 
tage in being about the right size 
for a convenient stamp, and its cost 
is so very small. The designs shown 
here are examples of simple ones 
that can be drawn on an eraser and 
cut out. Remember that the part 
that is to print must be the raised 
part.

1 conducted him to the 
entrance where he should have gone in 
the first place, and shall always re- 
member his great amusement when he 
discovered his mistake.”’ 

Just because their beauty was the 
talk ef England and they were shower- 
ed with rich gifts and sometimes offers 
of marriage from distinguished men is 
no sign that the life led by the Gaiety’s 
singers, dancers and chorus girls was 
only a bed of roses. They had to work 
tremendously hard for all the fame and 
pleasure, all the love and luxury which 
they seemed to attain with little or no 
effort. 

“When | began to understand things 
at the Gaiety,”’ says Mr. Jupp, “‘l ap- 
preciated what an enormous ‘factory’ 
it really was. I had seen the chorus 
girls and the ballet dancers come on the 
stage and do their parts in the usual 
easy and graceful way, and, like the 
ordinary playgoer, thought their efforts 
excellent, but 1 never dreamed that it 
was the result of such hard and strict 
training. 

“This training reminded me of the 
army | had just left, but our ‘physical 
jerks,” as they are irreverently termed 
nowadays, were not nearly so stren- 
uous as the leg exercises that our bal- 
let girls continually had to be going 
through.

Denied the 
outlet, through play, of his 
energies, he recoiled upon himself 
and developed his mental processes. 
He became cunning; he had idle time 
in which to devote himself to 
thoughts of trickery. Prevented 
from obtaining his share of meat and 
tish when a general feed was given 
to the camp dogs, he became a clever 
thief. He had to forage for himself, 
and he foraged well, though he was 
ofttimes a plague to the squaws in 
consequence. He learned to sneak 
about camp, to be crafty, to know 
what was going on everywhere, to 
see and hear everything and to reason 
accordingly, and successfully to de- 
vise ways and means of avoiding his 
Implacable persecutor. 

It was early in the days of his per- 
secution that he played his first really 
big crafty game and got therefrom 
his first taste of revenge. As Kiche, 
when with the wolves, had lured out 


to destruction dogs from the camps 
of men, so White Fang, in manner 
somewhat similar, lured Lip-lip into 
Kiche’s avenging jaws.  Retreating 
before Lip-lip, White Fang made an 
indirect es that led in and out and 
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around the various tepees of the 
camp. He was a good runner, swifter 
than any other purpy of his size, and 
swifter than Lip-lip. But he did not 
run his best in this chase. He bare- 
ly held his own, one leap ahead of 
his pursuer. 

Lip-lip, excited by the chase and by 
the persistent nearness of his victim, 
torgot caution and locality. When he 
remembered locality it was too Iate. 
Dashing at top speed around a tepee, 
he ran full tilt into Kiche lying at the 
end of her stick. He gave one yelp 
of consternation, and then her punish- 
ing jaws closed upon him. She was 
tied, but he could not get away from 
her easily. She rolled him off his 
legs so that he could not run, while 
she repeatedly ripped and slashed 
him with her fangs. 

When at last he succeeded in roll- 
ing clear of her, he crawled to his 
feet, badly dishevelled, hurt both in 
body and in spirit.

He 
stood where he had arisen, opened 
his mouth, and. broke out the long, 
heart-broken puppy wail. But even 
this he was not allowed to complete. 
In the middle of it, White Fang, rush- 
ing in, sank his teeth into Lip-lip’s 
hind leg. There was no fight left in 
Lip-lip, and he ran away shamelessly, 
his victim hot on his heels and wor- 
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rying him all the way back to his 
own tepee. Here the squaws came 
to his aid, and White Fang, trans- 
formed into a raging demon, was fi- 
nally driven off only by a fusillade of 
stones. 


AME the day when Gray Beaver, 
deciding that the liability of her 


running away was past, released 
Kiche. White Fang was delighted 
with his mother’s freedom. He ac- 
companied her joyfully about the 
camp; and, so long as he remained 
Close by her side, Lip-lip kept a re- 
spectful distance. White Fang even 
bristled up to him and walked stiff- 
legged, but Lip-lip ignored the chal- 
lenge. He was no fool himself, and 
whatever vengeance he desired to 
wreak, he could wait until he caught 
White Fang alone. 

Later on that day, Kiche and White 
Fang strayed into the edge of the 
woods next to the camp. He had 
led his mother there, step by step, 
and now, when she stopped, he tried 
to inveigle her farther. The stream, 
the lair, and the quiet woods were 
calling to him, and he wanted her to 
come. He ran on a few steps, stop- 
ped, and looked back. She had not 
moved. He whined pleadingly, and 
scurried playfully in and out of the 
underbrush. He ran back to. her, 
licked her face, and ran on again. 
And still she did not move. He 
stopped and regarded her, all of an 
intentness and eagerness, physically 
expressed, that slowly faded out of 
him as she turned her head and gazed 
back at the camp. 

There was something calling to 
him out there in the open. His moth- 
er heard it, too. But she heard also 
that other and fouder call, the call of 
the fire and of man—the call which 
it has*been given alone to the wolf to 
answer, to the wolf and the wild dog, 
who are brothers. 

Kiche turned and slowly trotted 
back toward camp. Stronger. than 
the physical-restraint of the stick was 
the clutch of the camp upon her. Un- 
seen and occultly, the gods still grip- 
ped with their power and would not 
let her go. White Fang sat down in 
the shadow of a birch and whimpered 
softly. There was a strong smell of 
pine, and subtle fragrances filled the 
air, reminding him of his old life of 
freedom before the days of his bond- 
age.

Gray Beaver continued to beat, 
White Fang continued to snarl. But 
this could not last forever. One or 
the other must give over, and that one 
was White Fang. Fear surged 
through him again. For the first time 
he was really being man-handled. The 
occasional blows of sticks and stones 
he had previously experienced were 
as caresses compared with this. He 
broke down and began to cry and 
yelp. For a time each blow brought 
a yelp from him; but fear passed into 
terror, until finally his yelps were 
voiced in unbroken succession, un- 
connected with the rhythm of the 
punishment.
